KOOTKNAY B. AND N. 00. 

Col. Baker in moving the second read- 
ing of the Kooteiiay railway and Naviga- 
tion company, said that the proinoteiu of 
the former Kooti-iiay bill were deserving 
of at least some ci.uisideration, for they 
had spent soiije luiiidred tliou.sand dolltirs 
in ICooteiiiiy and bad forfeited 825,000. 
Pile objei'tioiialile featui'cs in M\e former 
bill were eliminated from the ]ircsent, for 
it did not lock up any portion ot the lands, 
timber or minerals of tho province. Koot- 
enuy district was favorably situated as re- 
gards waterways, but unfortunately they 
were separated from each other by a rug- 
ged chain of mountains, and the promot- 
eraof tho present bill proposed to connect 
these two groat waterways by means of a 
lino of railway. Recently there bad been 
.some rich niiiioral deposits discovered in 
the neighburjiood of Kootena^ h\ke, and 
it wiM:iMBd''(li¥lnt«utioH?^^ 
to construct "a branch line to these niiiies. 
The mineral wealth of tho country was 
groat, but without C!i|)ital and highways,' 
they would lie dormant for many years to 
come. The proposed railway would be of 
great value to his district, and he thought 
tho bill incorporating tho compiny should 
paM.,y;^ Hfelliatl muoh p in moving 

the aeooiicl'readinff of tlio'^'hilli 

Mr. Higgins asked if this bill was all 
that was required. The lirst copy laid on 
members' desks conuiined clauses granting 
300.000 .teres of land. 

Col. liaker said it w.is not within tlie 
power of the railway committee to roport 
a bill to the house containing any grant 
of land. The government would bring 
forward any pro])osals to thot end. 

Hon. Mr. Robson said a land grant was 
pre suppoaed. ' If a grant of land was 
given the company it would be brought 
before the house in the usual way by a 
luessftgo from the Lieutoiiaiit-Covernor. 
He could not state whether oven one acre 
of hmd would be asked for. Tho bill 
hUouUI be tre»(i«jdjft8 it pro««nt st<>od. 
I " (JBDM|j'fMr;»'H&TO said if it was un- 
derstood that hd" did not pledge himself to 
support anything that iniglit follow^ ho 
would not oppose the second reading. It 
was by measures of this kind that tho 
country would be opened uji, and ho 
would like to see more of them. 

Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir thought that if the 
honorable member from Comox pursued 
his {irescnt course, ho would in time turn 
out a reapecUdile legislator. Tt did his 
heart good to see it. lie (Mr. U.) in- 
tended voting for the second reading of 
thebill. 

Mr. Allen took tho same position as 
tho hon. member for Comox. Ho had 
bitterly opposed thf last Kootenay bill, 
and results had determined that ho was 
right. However, he intended . voting f^i^ 
tho second roadiiig^tif '^hfe^bill' iti''i& 
sent shape. 

Mr. Beaveii thought tliat the course 
followed of inserting a chiuse requiring a 
deposit should be followed in this instance. 
The promoters of the bill wore deserving 
of a large amount of considonition, foi 
thoy had spent large sums of money in 
ICootenay district and hail forfeited a 
large deposit. However, ho thought a 
deposit should be reipiirod. He also 
thought the clause prohibiting tlie eni- 
ployiiient of Chuiese should also be in- 
porated in the mea9Ure^,./.TUeJa had been 
many propositions to h'uild railways and 
none were built.

Fire In a Theatre.' ' 

London, March 21. — A despatch from 
Uporto early this murniiig states that 
the theatre thoro was burned to the 
round last night and many iicrsons 
perished in tlie flames. Numbers escaped 
with thuir lives, but were more or less 
(injured. ,yAlreaayUei|jhty^.'bbdie8 have 
ibeen taken from the i'uiiis of thu banquet 
'theatre, most of these were taken troni 
the upper tiers and galleries, where wholi; 
families wore suH'ocated liiid burned. A 
few of tho victims died from aiid'ocatioii, 
but the greater part of them were horribly 
burned, many of them being unrscog- 
nizalde. Workmen excavating tlieruins are 
atill uncovering charred bodies and the 
loss of lifo cannot yet be estimated. Two 
jnf- tliei victims were taken out tightly 
blasped in each others arms. 

Parlluuieulury Sotvn, 

PanioU, in moving the second readini; 
of his arrears bill in the house of com

Thoy wore now, 
he said, at tho end of tho respite which 
the act of 1887 afforded, , providing that 
notices of eviction should replace actual 
enactments for a termtof aixj- months. The 
eU'ect of the provision was suen, in fact, 
that whereas in three months, ended with 
September, there bad been 4,11)5 evic- 
tions; in three months ended with Decem- 
ber there had been only 550, but in the 
latter three months 3,350 notices of 
evictions hud been aerved. 'What would 
happen when these, and probably J). 000 
other iioticea, wore hurnod into effect? 
Ireland would be plunged into a sea of 
disaster and trouble, the end of which no 
Olio could foresee. Parliament was trying 
to fetter the action of tho land'orda. but 
it hadn't folt it to bo necessary to fetter 
the creditors. There were no cases, 
however, where tenants.-; hod lost 
the shelter of a roof through 
Hhopkeepers. In times of distress it waa 
the shopkeeper alone who assisted the 
people by giving them credit. If tho 
countiy waa plunged into bankruptcy the 
credit of tho poor would be destroyed. 
Ho would consent to limit tho operatiiuia 
of tho bill to two years. If tho bill was 
rejected its defeat would bo the best pos- 
sible proof of the impossibility of West- 
minster parliaments legislating for Ire- 
land. The house really know nothing 
about the Irish question, llow could 
they, he asked, when they went to Bir- 
mingham for guidance insto.id of going to 
Cork or Tyrone. He could not promise, 
however, that the most just settlement of 
the land question would diminish the de- 
inand for the resiK>ralaonl' pf.'Bn Irish i par- 
liaroent.

The acceptance by tho goveriimont of 
Rowell Williams' amendment to ParnuU's 
arrears bill is manifestly a trick designed 
to soothe the conacioiiees of the unionists, 
and lo reliuve them of the necessity of 
stultifying themselves and prevent their 
possibly tlesortiori to the enemyl"'; '. What- 
ever else may be said of tho amendniunts, 
its downright dialioncsty is tho feature that 
first attracts the attention. Its declara- 
tion that no arrears bill will bo satis- 
factory unless it shall deal with the ten- 
ants' dobt.T to other creditors, as well ua 
to landlords, is merelv Chiunberlain's old 
Rcheino revived,. aii^^nia' fact alone is auf- 
ficent to guarantee ' its inshiccrity.

A NAVAL SPATION. 

Port Townsend Likely to be 8ucU— Parties 
Vlewi— Esquimau a Menace. 

■Washington, D. C, March 21.— In re- 
ferehce to the resolution jireaented in the 
Senate a few days ago by Senator Mitchell, 
of Oregon, providing for tho appointment 
of a commission to be composed of three 
competent naval olficcra, whose duty 
should be to make a careful examination 
of tho North Pacific coaat, and select a 
site for a naval station, Porter, lirst ad- 
miral of theinitry^shas written a letter to 
Senator Mitchell endorsing the propoaition 
to oatablish a strong and coiiipleto navy 
yard and station at Port Townsend, 
on PuRot Sound. "The British who 
are quick , to , improve important 
positions," writes Admiral Porter, "have 
of late years givoiiimuch ottention to their 
naval station at Esquimalt, Vancouver 
Island. The value of this station has 
been much enhanced by the construction 
of tho Canadian I'aeilic railway. Every 
large gun that has been sent from Eng- 
land, for heavy fortifications, now being ' 
built, has beon tranaported over this loiid. 
All stores, implements of war, machinery, 
iu fact everything wanted for a navy aro 
no longer shipped around Capo Horn', but 
are transmitted vin tho Canadian Pacific. 
This gives Groat Britain a vast prepond- 
erance along the whole lino' of our IS'orth- 
westorn possesaioiia and command of tho 
Straita of Fuca, the Gulf of Georgia, Pu- 
get Sound, Admiralty Inlet and Hi o la' 
Canal, placing at their mercy all 
that magnificent chain of islands, 
inlets, bays nnd rivora for which 
this region is so famous. Hero we jior- 
mit a groat and grasping rival to eatabliah 
a naval station right botweoii ua and our 
poaaoasioiis in Alaska, without taking any 
stojia ouroolvos hi the same direction. 
Alaska cannot depend for protection upon 
a navy yard as far distant as that of Mare 
Island. . Indeed, our, whole coast, from 
Siiri Diego to' Behripg'a Straits, may be 
considered as wholly unprotected." Tho 
Admiral believea that as a stratofio point 
a navy yard at .Puget Sound would bo 
more valuable tlian the old one, the Mare 
Island navy yard.,^ There is absolute ne- 
cessity for such a naval yard, if we wish 
to maintain our position' os'a naval power, 
or show any disposition to defend our 
territory against encroachments. The 
Secretary of tho Navy, while approving 
of tho manner in which the work is to be 
done, gives little or no encouragement to 
it.

capable of l)eiug applied, by specially con- 
structed burners, to the purposes of 
illumination. Tho plan ia at present 
merely on its trial, and it would, there- 
fore, be foolish to pronounce it an un- 
((ualified sucoesa. So far as is known, 
however, it has fully answered the expec- 
tations of its originator in every rosi)ect. 
If it is demonstrated that tire-dauip can not 
only be drawn off from minu.s, but that 
tho coat of the appliauci) for its abatractimi 
cau bu iiioro than covered by the uaufnl 
aiiplioittiou of tho 1,'ria, there is no reason 
why the ti.M-rors of tixploaioiis sliould not 
be removed from ail mines.
